MANILA, Oct. 27 (AP)—A 
United States B-29 weather 
plane, last heard from Sunday 
as it flew straight toward a how)l- 
ing typhoon, is missing and 
feared lost in the Pacific between 
here and Guam. It carried a 
crew of 15. 

Planes and ships are searching 
an area about 200 miles east of 
Samar in the central Philippines. 

The storm hit Samar last 
night. It appeared even heavier 
than the big storm that battered 
the islands only five days ago. 

Path of the new storm was 
south of the populous areas 
leveled by the .typhoon which 
last week took nearly 450 lives 
and’ caused about $40,000,000 
damage. 

As the storm lashed Samar, 
northern Leyte and Masbate 
islands this morning and headed 
over the Sibuyan sea, its,center 
velocity slacked from 150 to 100 
miles an hour.

BOSTON, Oct. 27 (AP)—Gov.

“In that interval, we have got 
to restrain ourselves ...I would 
hope that the veterans might be 
one of the leaders in ways and 
means of reducing federal expen- 
ditures, or, at least, in sharply 
controlling them ata time like 
this when the disaster of infla- 
tion or over-expenditure strikes 
evenly. Nobody escapes.” ° 
He said the veterans themselves 
could do much about “restrain- 
ing” public officials who are 
anxious about the vote of the vet- 
eran. Just stand fast, he said, 
“and be strong and stiff-backed 
about these things and don’t per- 
mit us to be raiding the public 
treasury to serve our own ends 
all the time. I don’t think the 
Government is a grab-bag, either 
at the state level or at the federal 
level, and I don’t think any of 
you ‘fellows do so.”

What I would really like to do is to talk as one father to another 
with the next President of the United States, whichever of the candi- 
dates he may be.

Yes, my son doesn’t know which way to turn. Why has he been 
put in this spot? 

The way I see it, our country is suffering because our govern- 
ment has a don’t-know policy abroad and a do-it-all policy at home. 

I'm not trying to put the blame in any one place, Mr. President. 
Thus far I have seen little sign of great improvement from either of 
our major political parties. 

First of all, Mr. President, we need a foreign relations policy 
that we all understand and approve. You know how this must be 
done—through public debate by our duly elected representatives. You 
know the kind of policy it must be—a firm policy that calls for us to 
take the initiative for 

With such a policy, our sons will be able to live for a stronger 
America—not die for a weaker cne. 

Next to a positive, forward-looking foreign policy, the best way 
to solve our problems abroad is to live right at home. 
| We must show the world a domestic economy that makes sense. 
We must continue our system of free opportunity which has drawn 

le to us from every land where servitude has become too great 


self-respecting people to bear. ' 
Can’t Buy Security 


At home, we are at that crucial point where we must decide for 
all time, whether we shall speak up and stand up for freedom and 
opportunity, or whether we shall settle for socialism. 

Security is desirable, Mr. President, up to the point where we 
begin to lose more than we gain. But, don’t you think it is time we 
vealized that complete security is something that money can’t buy? 

Moreover, in our frantic scramble to do everything for every- 
body, we are being forced to give up more than money. We are giving 

piece by piece, the hard-won freedom to get ahead as individuals. 
This io the freedom which our fathers handed down to us. If we fritter 
it away, what shall we say when our sons ask what we did with it? 

How far we have gone toward total socialism is difficult to mea- 
sure. But, when we look at the amount of our national income that has 

been going into taxes, it becomes clear we are moving rapidly in that 
direction. These figures show that, 20 years ago, we worked only one 
day in every 23 to pay for federal government spending. By 10 years 
ago, the figure was one day out of each 11. This year we shall work 
nearly one day out of four to pay federal taxes. 

How much farther shall we travel toward total socialism by the 
time our sons are our age? And what will they think of us for leading 
them down this road—a road which could end in communism? 

Mr. President, surely by this time you must know that, first of 
all, I am a father. I am also a businessman. I believe I can assure you 
that American businessmen stand ready to help you face the challenge 
ef true leadership in this time of decision affecting all our sons—affect-

‘Loday, as a start, let me remind you of the threats to continued 
prosperity which must be faced by government and business if we 
hope to maintain our economic strength for the next generation. 

In case you are tempted to discount what I have to say as an 
appeal for special favors for business, let me ask you to examine each 
proposal in the light of what you honestly believe is best for the Amer- 
ican people. That is all I ask. 

There have already been far too many appeals to special inter- 
ests in this country. We have come to a low point in our history if any 
leader feels he must appeal to man’s selfishness ot to any other human 
weakness to get ahead. I'd hate to have my boy think I had to. It is 
long past time that we all appealed to man’s nobility, his integrity, 
his dignity and his moral courage. 

With that thought in mind, let me tell you what I believe is the 
most important question concerned with our economic health and 
our power to support rightness throughout the world. 

It is simply this: shall we have more government in business or 
more business in government? 


Seven Road-Blocks To Prosperity 


I say this because I can see many major road-blocks in the path 
of continued prosperity of our.country. I'll mention seven. These are 
the road-blocks that contribute to the feeling of uncertainty about 
their future which young men share today. Government and business 
must work together to remove them. 


The first road-block to prosperity is government intervention 
to an unnecessary extent in the free — of our private 
opportunity system. 


There are two kinds of government relations with business, Mr. 
President. There is the kind that is necessary, including proper anti- 
trust regulations. 

_ The other is the unnecessary kind, that prevents business from 
serving people to the best of its ability. The only time government 
should try to control business is during all-out war, when scarcities 
keep competition from exercising its effect on supply and demand. 

Under our competitive system, the customer must be the boss. 
He should decide what products shall be made, and how many, and 
how much he shall pay for them. Under government control, the cus- 
tomer loses his voice in business. Prices are set at an arbitrary level 
and quantities produced no longer bear a relation to the demand. | 


The second road-bloek in the way of continued prosperity is 
tax policies which destroy incentive. 

Today, the government is draining away the money business 
needs to build for the future. 

It takes away 52 to 82 per cent of a company’s profit, while it 
tries to hold prices down. It does not allow corporations to deduct 
fair amounts for depreciation in these times of inflation. And it taxes 
investors so heavily that they lose both the means and the incentive 
to invest enough to keep industry expanding. 

Heavy taxes on corporations encourage some businessmen to 


. be extravagant with other people’s money, They figure, “Why worry 


about spending another few million dollars; if we try to hang onto it, 
the government will take all but 18 per cent of it anyway.’ This works 
against government, investors, customers and employees. 

Taxes are essential, Mr. President. The government should col- 
lect enough to balance the budget, after cutting out all unnecessary 
spending. And let's not kid ourselves: all taxes are paid by the cus- 
tomer in the end. ; 

But it makes a big difference how taxes are applied. Heavy taxes 
on profit work against themselves. They penalize success. They dis- 
courage business from serving customers better and providing more 
and better jobs. They dry up this source of taxes. 


The third road-block is the failure of the government to rec- 
ognize the true role of profit in the path of prosperity, 

The government's exaggerated talk about profits has stirred up 
widespread resentment against business. 

Surely you realize, Mr. President, that profit is the incentive 


which makés our opportunity system work. Some of it is paid in divi- ~ 


dends as a reward to those people who put up their savings to build 
plants and, in that way, make more jobs. The purpose of these divi- 
dends is to make them want to invest more, instead of spending all 
they make. The remainder of profit is put directly back into the busi- 
ness to provide new and better products and equipment. 

A company forced by the government to operate on an inade- 
quate profit is living on borrowed time. 


The fourth road-block to continued prosperity is the 
instability of the dollar. 

The government's money policies have encouraged inflation. 
Every time the government fails to balance the budget, it has to create 
new money through borrowing. The new dollars added to our money 
supply dilute the value of every dollar. 

Inflation gnaws away at the value of people's savings. For exam- 
ple, suppose a man put $100 in the bank 10 years ago. At two per cent 
interest, compounded every six months, that $100 has now grown to 
$122. But, because of inflation, that $122 will now buy only as much 
as the man could have bought with $74 ten years ago. 

Think what this means, Mr. President, to people who have been 
saving money to buy a home or to educate their children. Think what 
it means to people who must live off savings, insurance, or pensions. 

Worst of all, inflation makes people lose faith in their business 


and government leaders. It encourages them to grasp greedily for

The government can discourage inflation if it will spend ue 
more than it takes in. The best way to do this is to eliminate non- 


essential spending. 


t 
The fifth road-block is the fact that many people can’t seem 
to accept the basie truth that full output from our production 
equipment would benefit all people. 

Our great standard of living in the United States is based on our 
people's ingenuity in getting machines to do most of their work. 

If today we had to do without the machines that have been n- 
vented in the last 100 years, it would take four times as many workers 
as we have to turn out the things Americans will buy this year. 

The sad part of it is we could turn out much more with the ma- 
chines we now have, without employees being over-worked. Everyone 
would benefit. Everyone could buy more things, because everything 
would cost less to produce and prices wouldn't have to be so high. 

But all too often people are persuaded they can have more by 
producing less. Some groups can—for a short while; but not for long. 
And the temporary gains of these wage earners are at the expense of 
their friends and neighbors who work elsewhere. 


The sixth road-block is monvpolistic union practices, with the 


| support of the government. 


The labor policy. of our country should preserve the right of all 
individuals to work as free men at jobs of their own choosing. It must 
be fair to the worker, the emplover, and the public as a whole. 

Just suppose, Mr. President, that all the companies in the rub- 
ber industry clubbed together and decided to close all their plants 
because their employees wouldn't agree to increase production 10%. 

The government would crack down fast on the companies, 
wouldn't it? And rightly so. It would be a crime against rmbber 
workers and a crime against the public for arbitrarily stopping the 
flow of essential products. | 

Yet, what happens when a labor union shuts down a whole in- 
dustry over a disagreement about a pay increase? The government 
considers this within the union’s rights. It will support the union. It 
will seize the industry, if necessary, to try to force management's hand. 

Meanwhile everyone suffers, particularly the employees repre- 
sented by the union. 

Such actions by unions, supported by government, cannot be 
tolerated by honest men who want to see their fellow men get ahead.

Opinion surveys have repeatedly shown that large groups of the 
American people misunderstand the role of profits, competition, eap- 
ital, incentive, stockholders, management and other vital parts ow our 
opportunity system. 

Most men believe in freedom and they believe in America as a 
land of opportunity. Yet they are easily misled into supporting gov- 
ernment planning and policies that work against free enterprise and 
toward socialism. 

And I don’t see how we can expect people to understand if the 
government continues to give lip service to free enterprise, while its 
actions make business and the general public more and more servants 
of government. 

Mr. President, you say you believe in tree enterprise. Do you 
believe in it enough to guard it in every decision you make? 

I realize, it will not be easy to remove these road-blocks to pros- 
perity. The task will take patience and insight and courage. 

Let me hasten to admit that we businessmen do not always 
have the courage to live up to the letter of all we preach. For example, 
although we believe in private ownership of industry, the temptation 
to accept government financing is sometimes too strong to resist. 

Also, against our better judgment, some of us yield to unreasén- 
able union demands. We sometimes yield even though we know that 
it will lead to more inflation. 


Need Inspired Leadership 


We need your help, Mr. President. We need to have you set an 
example of forthrightness and moral courage—an example of com- 
plete fairness, untouched by favoritism. All Americans need your 
inspired leadership. 

Mr, President, when you were a boy, didn’t you look

Didn’t you trust him completely to see that rightness prevailed in 
our land?

Let us give our sons a new faith in their leader and in their coun- 
try and in their strength and courage to make a better world. 

Mr. President, may your son—and my son—aend all men, across 
the earth—catch their breath whenever you speak... aad listen... and 
believe... and trust.

The Ruml scheme is no cure 
for this unhealthy situation, sim- 
ply because $5 contributions can- 
not possibly cover the whole tree 
mendous cost of a modern cam- 
paign.

While it is true that legislators at 

Jefferson City have generflly taken too 
much time to do their work, it is almost 
universally the experience of those 
‘states which impose limits that such 
limits bring a “last-minute jam” in the 
attempt to push needed legislation 
through before the deadline. 

Attendant evils are inadequate delib- 
eration, slipshod draftsmanship, failure 
to pass certain needed laws and diffi- 
culty on the part of the public in keep- 
ing up with major legislative issues. 
as they crystallize in the form of laws. 


The first three of these evils need no 
elaboration. The last one points up the 
fact that many segments of the public, 
aside from outright pressure groups, 
have a healthy concern over the man- 
ner in which major problems are dis- 
posed of by the General Assembly. 

Heretofore the long stretchout on 
certain controversial bills has made it 
possible for public opinion to follow 
and react in such a way as to be helpful 
to the Legislature, 

If normally the Legislature were 
forced to do all its work in the period 
from the second week of January to the 
end of May in the odd-numbered years, 
which is what the‘ adoption of the pro- 
posed amendment would require, one re- 
sult would be to make it practically 
impossible for public opinion to have 
much if any share in the legislative 
process except in the election of Repre- 
sentatives and Senators. 

In answer to the argument that the 
Governor can call a special session if 
all work is not conmpleted by May 31, 
it should be pointed out that a special 
session is constitutionally limited to only 
those specific subjects mentioned in the 
call issued by the Governor. 

This means that the Governor would 
have complete control over what mat- 
ters could be considered by the Legisla- 
‘ture 19 months out of every 24. 


Under eur constitutional frame of 
government the General Assembly, not 
the Governor, is given the principal 
responsibility for making the laws. To 
allow the regular legislative branch 
only five months of initiative out of 
24 would be to give it too short a span 
for acquiring an adequate grasp of the 
legislative problems of the biennium. 

The proposed amendment, if adopted, 
could create more difficulties it 
would remedy. It -might concefvably 
worsen conditions to such an extent as 
to give impetus to the unicameral move- 
ment, a result certainly not desired by 
the sponsors of the amendment. 
- Annual sessions would get rid of 
many current evils and avoid.the road 
to unicameralism. .

This is hardly a compliment to the voters of 
Missouri. They know about Kaiser Wilhelm, 
Hitler, Mussolini, Tojo and Stalin. 

They know about the present danger, and they 
know that the hope of peace lies in our strength 
and that of our allies. They are not enthusiastic 
about high taxes, but they put their hope for 
some moderation of the burden not in a with- 
drawal from manifest duty, but rather in the 
greater emphasis on efficiency advoc@ed by 
Senator Kem’s opponent, Stuart Symington. 

Missourians see hope, too, in a greater vigi- 
lance against corruption. Here they are in 
accord with Senator Kem’s stand on the Kan- 
sas City vote frauds. They also respect him for 
teaming up with Democratic Senator Paul Doug- 
las to fight the Kerr natural gas grab. And they 
approve his consistent stand against the fili- 
buster. 

These few bright gleams, however, are hardly 
enough to show forth Senator Kem as an en- 
lightened, liberal legislator. The Post-Dispatch 
has called him a reactionary, and to make that 
word stick it is necessary only to recall his 
stand with the outrageous baiters of David 
Lilienthal as first chairman of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, or his position against public 
housing when even Republican Mayor Kauf- 
mann of St. Louis was pleading for federal aid 
in the battle against slums and decay.

Stevenson Faces McCarran 

Senator Pat McCarran of Nevada has been 
the Democratic party’s chief senatorial problem.

An unaccustomedly benign John L. Lewis has 
called off the. coal walkout after an unaccus- 
tomedly friendly visit to the White House.

The greatest gain for the public arises from 
the fact that the walkout has been ended without 
a reversal of the Wage Stabilization Board’s rul- 
ing against the full $1.90 a day wage increase 
negotiated by the union and operators.

But these liberals, in turn, were de- 
nounced and discredited by the. Candidate. 
He scorned the “Socialists” with a bitter 
scorn and said they were virtually the 
same as the Communists. He —— his 
own practice of riding rough-shod over all 
opposition and screaming “traitor” at any 
who opposed him because, he said, the sal- 
vation of the nation was at stake. 


There were many among the little people 
who said this man was “going too far.” 
But many of them added that there must 
be something in what he said and that, 
truly, the threat of Communism was plain 
for all to see. 

The Candidate once said that “Roosevelt 
is insane,” and all who hated Roosevelt in 
one nation cheered him and urged him on. 
One leader of the nation said the Candi- 


date was one to “unchain volcanic passions, 
to arouse outbreaks of fury, to set masses 
of men on the march, to organize hate and 
suspicion with ice cold calculation.” 

There were other Issues in the election, 
of course, besides the issue of Communism 
in government.

POLICE AGAIN. BAR

MILAN, Italy, Oct. 27 (AP)—A 
preacher of the Church of Christ 
complained last night of renewed 
interference by Italy’s police with ’ 
the American-led Protestant sect.

“It is a remarkable circum- 
stance that, despite the identity of 
the aims and goals of Communists 
and Fascists, the most vociferous 
of our anti-Communists today 
were nowhere in evidence when 
we were confronted with the 
threat of Fascism 10 years ago,” 
Lehman continued. 

“I am convinced that this cir- 
cumstance is due to the fact that 
the McCarthyites are much more 
interested in the game than in the 
goal. 

“Totalitarianism, as such, holds 
no horrors for these pseudo anti- 
Communists. Indeed, they are 
quite ready to utilize the very

3 “Oh, I don’t think he really lacks self-confidence,” replies 
Joe’s mother. “At least, not any more than any of the other 
boys. I think he just wants, or needs, more praise than he 


thinks we're likely to give him. And running down his things 
» 4s just his way of getting us to praise them more. I don’t think 
‘we need to take it too seriously.” .

JOEY’S MOTHER is a wise woman and we believe that 


she has hit on the correct interpretation of his behavior. He 
really thinks—or at least hopes—that he has done very well 
indeed. The transparency of his play for praise can be seen 
if you watch him closely. He may keep his head down as you 
inspect his work, but he usually rolls his eyes up toward you 
as-you look at it. Note the self-conscious grin, which he tries 
to hide, as you praise him! 
‘ And don't be afraid to praise him. Praise is sweet even 
to the ears of the mature adult. It is doubly sweet to the 
~ young child, But you may have to tone it down to fit his 


ability to accept it. 


x *k* * 

PRAISE WILL NOT “spoil” him if it is sincere praise, 
honestly given, But, you may say, suppose his drawing isn't 
really very good. What do you do then? 

Well, you do not have to be dishonest as you appraise his 
work. Even in a rather clumsy effort you the parent can 
nearly always find some aspect—be it only the effort he has 
expended—which will merit a word of approval. You do not 
have to tell him he is a great artist, you do not even have to 
say the drawing is beautiful, but you can say, “You've done a 
good job, Joey.” Or you can say, “This is so much better than 
you used to do last year; you're certainly improving tremen- 
dously.” , 

Or you can praise what is good in the product and, gently, 
suggest improvements which might be made in what is bad. 
It is not so much your exact words, as your general attitude— 
that you like him, that you are pleased with his efforts—which 
counts. Let him know that you approve of him. That is what 
he really is seeking when he says, “It’s not very good.” 

Keep in mind that Eight‘'s idea of what he wants to do is 
usually ahead of his ability. And that at this age he can criti- 
cize his own performance, but cannot yet do much te improve

Fix It Yourself

Damp Crawl Space. 
RAWL space, just in case you 
didn’t know, is that space usu- 
ally too small for comfortable 

crawling that you find between 
the first floor and ground in 
houses without basements. Now 
the purpose of this space is to 
allow one to crawl under the house 
to make repairs from time to time 
and also to prevent the woodwork 
in the house from coming intg di- 
rect contact with the earth. So 
far so good. 

Now the unfortunate fact is that 
in many cases the earth directly 
under a house will get pretty 
damp after a heavy rain and this 
can cause a good deal of trouble. 
You may notice that the first 
floor of the house is rather cold 
and clammy and you may also 
find that the paint is peeling off 
the outside walls. What is hap- 
pening is that the house wood- 
work is absorbing some of this 
moisture and that isn’t good. 

One of the best solutions to this 
damp crawl space problem is just 
to cover the ground under the 
house with heavy waterproof 
building paper. The paper doesn’t 
have to be attached to anything— 
just roll it out on the ground and 
use a few pieces of scrap Jumber 
to hold it out so it won't roll up 
at the ends. Each piece should 
overlap the adjoining —— by six 
inches or so to keep the Moisture 
coming up around the edges. 

About the only thing you have 
to watch for on this job is not to 
tear the paper when it’s put down 
and don’t work yourself into a po- 
sition where you'll have to crawl 
all over the paper to get out from
